Claims 1-8,18-23 have been canceled. 

2) Since the claims in this Divisional Application are the same as 
the parent application and since the parent application has been 
restricted, the following restriction is repeated for this instant 
application. 

Claims 9-17,24-26 generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably 
distinct species comprising: 

a) claims 9-11 and 24 are directed to an optical storage 
medium with a light transmitting layer has a birefringence in 
absolute value up to 2 0nm at wavelength of 63 0nm and a birefringence 
distribution breadth up to 2 0nm at wavelength of 63 0nm. 

b) claims 12-14 and 25 are directed to an optical storage 
medium with a light transmitting layer has a surface reflectivity up 
to 10% at wavelength of the recording and reading laser beam. 

c) claims 15-17 and 26 are directed to an optical storage 
medium with a light transmitting layer wherein the ratio between the 
residual error component R and peak-to-peak value F satisfy R/F up 
to 10%. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single 
disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are 
not patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or 
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identify such evidence now of record showing the species to be 
obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the 
inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or 
admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) of the other 
invention.
